'HEREAS the free Quartering of the Soldiers in the City of New- 
York, has, by Experience been found too unequal, as well as too 
heavy a Burthen for the Inhabitants to bear. In Eaſe of whom the Corpora- 
tion have erected proper and convenient Barracks, in Addition to thoſe already 
built, and furniſhed them with Cribs, Beds, Bolſters, Tables, Benches, Fire- 
wood, Candles, and other Neceflaries. And whereas the Expence of free 
Quartering of Officers, at the Requiſition of the Earl of Loni together 
with the neceſſary and contingent Charges of the Corporation, have ſo much 
exhauſted their Treaſury, that they are at preſent unable to pay and diſcharge 
the Debts accrued in building Barracks, and furniſhing them with Neceſſaries, 
without the Aid and Aſſiſtance of the Legiſlature. Which Aid and Aſſiſtance 
the Corporation of the City of New-York, have moſt humbly prayed.

HEREAS the above-mentioned Perſons have, by. their ſeveral Peti- 
tions preſented to the General Aſſembly, deſired that they may be natu- 
ralized, and become his Majeſty's Liege Subjects? 


I. Be it therefore Enatted by his Honour the Lieutenant Governor, the 
Council, and the General Aſſembly, and it is hereby Enacted by the Authority of 
the ſame, That the above-mentioned ſeveral Perſons, and each and every of 
them, ſhall be, and hereby are declared to be naturalized, to all Intents, Con- 
ſtructions and Purpoſes whatſoever ; and from henceforth, and at all Times 
hereafter, ſhall be intituled to have and enjoy all the Rights and Liberties, 
Privileges and Advantages, which his Majeſty's natural born Subjects in this 
Colony have and enjoy, or ought to have and enjoy, as fully, to all Intents 


and Purpoſes whatſoever, as if all and every of them had been born within 
this Colony. __ R 
II. Pꝛovided always, and it is hereby further Enacted ) che Authority 
of the ſame, That all, and every, and each, of the aboye- mentioned . 
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ſhall take the Oaths appointed by Law, inſtead of the Oaths of Allegianee and 
Supremacy, ſubſcribe the Teſt ; and make, repeat, ſwear to, and ſubſcribe 
the Abjuration Oath, in any of his Majeſty's Courts of Record within this 
Colony. Which Oaths, the ſaid Courts are hereby required, upon Application 
to them made, to adminiſter, take Subſcriptions, and cauſe the Names of the 
Perſons ſo ſwearing and fubſcribing, to be entered upon Record in the fail 
Courts. And the ſaid before-mentioned Perſons, are, each of them, hereby 
required to pay the ſeveral Sums herein after mentioned, 7hat i to ſay; To 
the Speaker of the General Aſſembly, the Sum of Ten Sbillings; To the Judge 
of ſuch Court, the Sum of Six Shillings; and, To the Clerk of ſuch Court, 
the Sum of Three Shillngs. | gs 7 p 79% N 


II. And be it fther Enacted 4) the Authority aforeſaid, That if the 


faid Perſons, or any of them, having ſo ſworn and ſubſcribed as aforeſaid, 
ſhall demand a Certificate of his or their being entered upon Record in the 
Manner herein before direcked, the Court or Courts in which ſuch Oaths and 
Subſcriptions ſhall be made, are hereby directed and required to grant ſuch, 
under the Hand of the Judge, and Seal of the ſaid Court or Courts, in which 
ſuch Oaths and Subſcriptions as aforeſaid ſhall be made, counterſigned by the 
Clerk of the ſaid Court: For which Certificate, each of them ſhall pay, over 
and above the Sums before mentioned, the Sum of Six $Sh:/lings ; one Half 
to the Judge of ſuch Court or Courts, and the other Half to the Clerk thereof. 
Which Certificate or Certificates, ſhall, at all Times, be to the Perſon. or Per- 


ſons therein named, a ſufficient Proof of his or their being-naturalized by Vir- 


tue of this AR, in as full and effectual a Manner, as if the Record aforeſaid 
was actually produced by the Perſon or Perſons ſo named in ſuch Certificates. 


IV. Pꝛovided alſo, and be it Enacted Sy the Authority aforeſaid, That 
ſuch of the Perſons hereby naturalized, as ſhall not take the Oaths, -Teſt, and 
Abjuration, in Manner herein before directed, within T welve Months next 
after the Publication hereof, ſhall have no Manner of Benefit by this Act; 
any Thing herein contained to the contrary notwithſtanding.

Which ſaid Juſtices of the ſaid Supreme 
Court, and each and every of them, are hereby fully authorized and required 
(as Juſtices of his Majeſty's Court of Exchequer for this Colony) to cauſe a

And upon Failure of the Payment 
of the {aid Quit-Rent, and Charges of ſuch Notice as aforeſaid, it ſhall and 
may be lawful for the ſaid Receiver General, by himſelf or his Deputy, or by 
his Majeſty's Attorney General for this Colony, to apply to ſome one of the 
Juſtices of the Supreme Coutt of Judicature ot this Colony ; which faid Juſti- 
ces, and each and every of them, are hereby fully authorized and required (as 
Juſtices of his Majeſty's Court of Exchequer for this Colorty) to chuf 
vertiſement to be publiſhed, to hear the Parties appearing in a ſummary Way, 
and to grant a Certificate of the Sum due to his Majeſty for Quit-Rent, and 
the Charges, in the ſame Manner as is herein before directed; and thereupon 
the like Proceſs ſhall iſſue to the Sheriff of the County where the Lands lie 
which are ſo in Arrear to his Majeſty for Quit-Rent ; which ſaid Sheriff ſhall 
thereupon proceed to the Sale of the ſaid Lands, in the ſame Manner as is 
herein before particularly directed in the Cale of one private Perſon having 
paid Quit-Rent for another Perſon holding Lands in the ſame Letters Patent.

Parts belong, under the Hands of the Proprietors afſenting to the ſame, or 
under the Hand of their Agent or Surveyor, ſhall forever hereafter, be deemed 
a Partition thereof, between ſuch Proprietors ſo conſenting, as effectually, to 
all Intents and Purpoſes, as if the fame had been then made by Deed or other- 
wiſe, according to the due Courſe of Law.

HEREAS it is ſaid ſome Perſons in ſeveral Parts of this Colony after 
inliſting into His Majeſty's Service, and receiving the Bounty allowed 
by this Colony Be the ſame, in the ſeveral Campaigns during this War, have 
deſerted from the ſaid Service: f | 


I. Be it Enacted % his Honour the Lieutenant Governor, the Council, and 
the General Aſſembly, and it is hereby Enacted by the Authority of the ſame, That 
it ſhall and may be lawful for any Civil or Military Officer, or ſuch as are 
impowered ta inliſt Men in His Majeſty's Service in the Pay of this Colony for 
the preſent Campaign ; and they and each of them are hereby required to take 


and ſeize all ſuch Deſerter or Deſerters, wherever they may be found within 


this Colony, (except ſuch as may have ſerved in any one Campaign after ſuch 
Deſertion) and commit them to the Gaol of the City or County where they 
ſhall be found, and immediately give Intelligence thereof to the Governor, or 


Commander in Chief for the Time being, in Order that they may be ſent on 


the Service of the preſent Campaign. 
II. And be it Enacted he Authority aforeſaid, That in Caſe any Perſon 


or Perſons whatſoever ſhall ſecrete or conceal any ſuch Deſerter or Deſerters, 
he, ſhe, or they ſo offending, ſhall reſpectively forfeit the Sum of Fifty Pounds, 
to be levied on the Goods and Chattles of ſuch Offenders reſpectively, by 
Warrant or Warrants to be iſſued by one of the Judges of the Inferior Courts 
of Common Pleas of the reſpective County or Counties where the Forfeitures 
ariſe, or by one of the Judges of the Supreme Court in the City of New-Yor4, 
on due Proof made thereof before him: The One-half Part of which Forfei- 
ture ſhall be to the Uſe of the Proſecutor, and the other Half to the Superviſors 
for defraying of the public Charge ef the County where ſuch Forfeiture ſhall 
happen; and in the City of New-York, to the Chamberlain, for the Uſe of 
the ſaid City. | fo ror 


III. And be it Enatted by the Authority aforeſaid, That the Treaſurer of 
this Coleny ſhall be, and hereby is required, out of any Monies now in the 


Treaſury, and not appropriated for the Support of Government, to pay unto, 


ſuch Perſen or Perſons that ſhall apprehend and ſecure any ſuch Deſerter or

An ACT to make Treſpaſſes committed on Sandy-Hook, in the | 


Colony of New-Jerſey, actionable in this Colony, and for other Purpoſes therein 


mentioned. ' 
Paſs'd 22d May, 1762. 


HEREAS by a certain Act, entitled, An AQ for raiſing a Sum not 


exceeding Three Thouſand Pounds,* by Way of Lottery, for building a 


Light-Houſe; paſſed in the firſt Year of His preſent Majeſty's Reign, it was 


among other Things Enacted, That Jobn Cruger, Philip Living flon, Leonard 
Liſpenard, and William Bayard, Eſquires, or the major Part of them, ſhould 
be, and thereby were fully impowered and authoriſed to ere and eſtabliſh a 
Lottery or Lotteries, not exceeding Three, to raiſe the Sum of Three Thouſand 
Pounds, to be by them applied for and towards purchaſing ſo much of Sandy- 
Hook, as to them, or the major Part of them, ſhall ſeem neceſſary, and thereon 
to erect a proper Light-Houſe as ſoon as conveniently may be. Which ſaid 
Perſons ſo authoriſed as aforeſaid, having by Lottery, raiſed the Sum of Two 
Thouſand Six Hundred and Sixty-four Pounds Fifteen Shillings and Six Pence, 
for the Purpoſe aforeſaid. ; 


I. Be it therefore Enated Sy Sz: Honour the Lieutenant Governor, the 


Council, and the General Aſſembly, and it is hereby Enacted by the Authority of 


the ſame, That the Conveyance or Conveyances in the Law to be made and 
executed by the Vendor or Vendors of the Land fo to be purchaſed as aforeſaid, 
ſhall be made and executed to, and the Lands fo to be purchaſed as aforeſaid, 
ſhall veſt in John Cruger, Philip Living ſton, Leonard Liſpenard, and William 
Bayard, Eſquires, and the Survivor and Survivors of them, their Heirs and 
Aſſigns for ever: In Truſt nevertheleſs, and to and for ſuch Uſes and'P les 
as by Act or Acts hereafter to be paſſed ſhall be mentioned and declared. 


II. be it kurtheꝛ Enacted by che Authority aforeſaid, That in Caſe any 
Part > gend Hook 8 be RR for, and applied to the Uſe of a Light- 
Houſe as aforeſaid : That then and in ſuch Caſe, it ſhall and may be lawful for the 
Proprietor or Proprietors of Sandy- Hook, from Time to Time for ever hereafter, 
to ſue, commence, and proſecute, to final Judgment and Recovery, in any Court 


or Courts of Law within this Colony, any Action or Actions for any Treſpaſs. 


or Treſpaſſes that ſhall be committed on any Part of Sandy-Hook aforeſaid, by 
any Perſon or Perſons whatſoever, Inhabitants or Reſidents of this Colony : And 
all and every ſuch Action and Actions, are hereby as fully and abſolutely made 
- cognizable in any Court or Courts of Law within this Colony, as if the ſame 
were had and brought for and concerning Lands lying within their reſpective 


Juriſdictions ; any Law, Uſage or Cuſtom to the Contrary thereof in any Wiſe 


withſtanding. ovided, That if the Perſon or Perſons who ſhall have 
pair. fach 1 as aforeſaid, ſhall be proſecuted for the fame in the 
Province of Neu- Jerſey, no Action ſhall be brought in this Colony for the 
ſame Treſpaſs. And Provided alſo, That the Legiſlature of the Colony of 
New-Yerſey, do paſs a Law to exempt from Proſecution in the Courts there for 
ſuch Treſpaſſes as aforeſaid, ſuch Perſon or Perſons who ſhall have been ſued 


for the lame Treſpaſs in any Court of this Colony.
